GREETINGS  TO  OUR  FRIENDS. 

Business  is  better;  much  better  than  a  year  ago.  We  are  able  to 
note  the  improvement  all  along  the  line  of  agricultural  products,  and 
in  nothing  is  the  improvement  more  apparent  than  in  potatoes.  In- 
stead of  being  fed  to  stock,  hauled  out  and  dumped,  or  being  planted 
"to  get  rid  of  them"  as  carloads  of  them  have  been  during  the  last 
two  or  three  years,  potatoes  of  any  sort  are  bringing  good  prices. 

We  have  Deen  testing  new  varieties  all  the  time,  and  usually 
drop  several  every  year.  We  have  tried  a  good  many  that  we  never 
even  mentioned  in  our  Catalogue  not  to  speak  of  offering  them  for 
sale.  We  never  offer  a  variety  that  we  cannot  make  produce  a  good 
crop  on  our  own  place. 

Our  customors  may  rest  assured  that  any  seed  potatoes  they  pur- 
chase of  us,  no  matter  what  the  variety  is,  are  sent  out  only  after  we 
have  made  it  produce  a  liberal  crop  on"  our  own  ground. 

We  sell  to  the  same  people  over  and  over,  and  expect  to  continue 
doing  so;  consequently  it  would  be  poor  business  for  us  to  send  out 
anything  that  we  had  not  made  do  well. 

We  paid  big  prices  for  some  seed  last  year,  and  then  threw  the 
product  of  it  in  with  the  culls.  We  never  grow  new  varieties  for  the 
sake  of  adding  to  our  list.  While  of  course  no  one  or  two  sorts 
of  either  early  or  late  potatoes  will  suit  all  soils  or  localities,  still  we 
believe  in  excluding  as  far  as  possible  all  those  which  have  not  valu- 
able and  marked  characteristics. 

We  have  several  new  kinds  of  vegetables,  and  consider  them  val- 
uable, but  until  they  are  distinctly  and  conclusively  proved  to  be  so, 
we  will  not  offer  them  for  sale. 

The  pea  we  sold  Mr.  Vaughan  is  without  any  doubt  or  question 
a  moat  valuable  addition  to  the  list  of  high  grade  table  peas;  and 
we  have  no  doubt  whatever  but  it  will  prove  so  in  other  localities 
than  this. 

Our  new  Pie  Plant  is  also  most  promising,  but  we  shall  not 
otter  it  till  next  year  at  least,  when  if  its  good  qualities  are  still 
as  prominent,  we  shall  ask  our  customers  to  give  it  a  trial. 

?rhaPs  0Ur  most  valued  acquisition  among  our  novelties  is  the 
•VTv^  .rnumPn  Potato.  It  is  certainly  a  beauty,  and  if  we  can  make 
it  hold  its  color,  we  will  be  in  shape  to  do  away  with  the  main  ob- 
jection to  the  Red  or  Bliss  Triumph. 

We  also  have  a  pet  Strawberry  which  produced  the  finest  berries 
that  entered  our  local  market  last  season.  But  of  these  things,  more 
later. 

What  we  are  aiming  at  now,  is  to  sell  at  a  fair  price,  the  very  care- 
tuny  selected  and  sorted  stock  we  have  on  hand  and  which  we  con- 
sider the  best  lot  on  the  whole,  that  we  ever  put  into  storage.  We 
are  up  here  in  northern  Wisconsin,  so  that  whatever  virtue  north- 
ern grown  seed  may  have  over  that  grown  in  other  localities,  ours 
must  certainly  possess.  We  take  the  greatest  care  to  prevent  mixing, 
and  have  never  found  the  seed  we  buy  equal  to  our  own  in  this  re- 
spect, W e  use  our  Automatic  Sorter  to  grade  with,  and  as  we  run 
all  our  i\o.  1  stock  over  an  inch  and  three  quarter  mesh  wire  sieve, 
you  can  readily  see  it  must  be  above  the  average  in  size. 

Our  business  is  growing  all  the  time,  and  we  hope  to  make  its 
growth  continuous  The  best  way  to  do  that  we  think,  is  to  offer  only 
choice  to  fancy  stock,  tell  the  plain  truth  about  it,  and  then  send  out 
just  what  we  have  offered  and  sold.  To  this  principle  more  than  any 
other  one  thing  we  attribute  the  steady  increase  in  our  business. 

In  ordering,  be  sure  to  write  name  and  address  plainly  so  we  can 
make  no  mistake  m  shipping. 

Our  terms  are  cash  with  order,  and  money  may  be  sent  by  any  of 
the  usual  methods.

TRIUMPH  FAMILY. 

Under  this  head  we  wish  to  speak  of  the  three  types  known  to  us; 
namely,  Bliss  Triumph,  Pride  of  the  South,  and  White  Triumph. 

The  Bliss  Triumph  was  introduced  about  fifteen  years  ago,  and  has 
steadily  come  into  favor,  till  now  it  is  the  leading  early  potato  in 
many  sections  of  the  south. 

The  Pride  of  the  South  has  only  been  on  the  market  a  few  years, 
but  has  already  made  a  name  for  itself  among  many  growers.  It 
seems  to  be  fully  equal  to  the  Bliss  Triumph  in  points  of  earliness 
and  size,  while  in  regard  to  color  it  is  ahead. 

The  Bliss  Triumph  is  a  bright  red,  while  the  Pride  is  a  delicate 
light  pink,  which  gives  it  an  unusually  attractive  appearance. 

The  White  Triumph  is  something  entirely  new.  While  digging 
our  Bliss  Triumph  in  1896  we  found  one  hill  of  pure  white  ones.  We 
saved  them  carefully,  and  in  the  spring  of  1897  planted  them  along 
with  some  of  Johnson  &  Stokes'  Pride  of  the  South.  They  all 
ripened  together,  and  when  we  dug  them  we  found  our  white  ones 
had  produced  potatoes  that  were  perfectly  white.  While  they  are 
exactly  the  same  shape  and  have  all  the  habits  of  growth  peculiar  to 
the  Bliss  Triumph  and  Pride,  the  skin  is  a  pure,  clear  white.  We 
are  saving  them  very  carefully,  and  shall  plant  the  entire  crop  of  last 
year.  As  they  have  twice  given  us  perfectly  white  tubers.  wTe  feel 
reasonably  sure  they  will  remain  white  and  as  soon  as  we  can  get  a 
sufficiency  will  offer  them  to  our  trade. 

TRIUMPH   Extra  Early). 

We  Have  the  genuine  BLISS  TRIUMPH  and  the  finest  stock  we  ever 
offered  to  our  customers  -indeed,  it  would  be  hard  to  find  fault  with 
it.  This  is  the  leading  early  potato  of  the  South  and  is,  we  think,  the 
earliest  of  anything  there  is  on  the  market  at  present:  being  a  few 
days  earlier  than  any  of  the  Ohio  types  wiiich  are  used  largely  as  extra 
earlies. 

The  tubers  are  nearly  round,  medium  size— rather  large  this  year, 
with  very  few  small  ones.  The  color  is  a  bright  reddish  pink  when 
dug,  changing  to  more  of  a  brown  towards  spring. 

Table  quality  not  up  to  the  high  grade  varieties. 

Our  stock  is  strictly  fancy. 

PRIDE  OF  THE  SOUTH-  Extra  Early). 

This  variety,  with  us,  is  identical  with  the  Triumph  in  appearance^ 
except  the  color,  which  is  a  light  pink.  We  got  our  seed  from  John- 
son &  Stokes,  so  we  are  sure  of  the  genuine.  ~  The  color  of  this  vari- 
ety is  very  much  in  its  favor  and  we  look  for  a  growing  demand  for 
it  in  the  future.  As  every  grower  knows,  there  is  a  prejudice  against 
color  in  potatoes,  especially  if  it  borders  on  the  red.  In  the  Pride  we 
have  a  delicate  pink,  which  is  a  very  attractive  color.  While  we 
have  grown  this  variety  only  one  year  we  feel  sure  that  it  will  be- 
come popular  among  growers  of  extra  early  potatoes.  It  is  also 
claimed  that  it  is  a  much  more  abundant  yielder  than  its  parent,  the 
Triumph,  from  which  it  is  a  sprout.  It  certainly  did  very  well  with 
ns.    W e  have  only  a  few  to  offer  this  year. 
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OHIO  JUNIOR  (Extra  early). 

This  is  one  of  the  best  of  its  class,  and  is  a  favorite  with  us. 

It  is  about  eight  or  ten  days  earlier  than  the  old  Ohio  and  is  a  very 
line  potato  in  many  respects. 

The  tubers  are  large,  oval,  brownish  pink  color,  with  eyes  on  the 
surface  or  a  little  raised. 

The  top  is  small,  with  the  tubers  very  close  to  the  center.  It  is  an 
excellent  yielder.  producing  but  very  few  small  ones.  It  is  also  a 
good  keeper  in  spring. 

Excellent  to  dig  when  green. 

ACME    Ex  -Early). 

This  is  one  of  the  Ohio  group,  and  a  very  fine  and  worthy  member  of 
the  family.  In  general  appearance  it  is  not  unlike  the  other  Ohio 
varieties.  In  fact,  were  we  to  mix  all  of  the  Ohio  types  together  it 
would  be  impossible  to  tell  by  the  appearance  of  the  lot,  how  many 
varieties  there  were:  but,  that  they  were  all  of  the  Ohio  family  would 
be  plainly  apparent.  The  Acme  is  earlier  and  a  little  larger  than  the 
Ohio  and  is,  in  general,  very  desirable. 

EARLY  OHIO  (Early). 

This  well  known  variety  is  one  of  our  old  reliables.  No  matter 
what  the  state  of  the  market  is,  we  always  sell  our  Early  Ohios. 

Like  all  of  the  Ohio  class,  it  is  one  of  the  best  under  very  adverse 
conditions:  producing  marketable  stock  even  though  there  be  but  one 
or  two  tubers  to  the  plant,  while  many  others,  would  under 
similar  conditions,  have  several  very  small  tubers  and  no  nice  ones- 
Not  so  with  the  Ohio,  though  there  be  but  one  it  is  a  good  one,  while 
in  time  of  good  crops  generally,  it  is  usually  very  close  to  the  front 
in  point  of  yield. 

POLARIS    Early  . 

This  is  an  early  white  variety  of  high  merit.  It  is  long,  oval  pure 
white,  close  growing  and  a  good  yielder.  The  eyes  though  quite 
numerous,  are  on  the  surface.  The  quality  is  good  and  in  general 
appearance  it  is  very  fine.  The  tubers  are  of  medium  size  and 
smooth.  To  those  who  wish  an  early  white  potato  we  strongly 
recommend  the  Polaris.  It  is  not  as  late  a  keeper  in  spring  as  some 
of  the  later  kinds. 
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EARLY  ROSE-  Early. 

This  old  standard  is  still  one  of  the  leading  early  sorts.  The 
shape  and  color  varies  a  good  deal  according  to  the  soil;  from  oval 
and  nearly  white  in  dry  sandy  loam  or  light  clay  loam,  to  long  and 
bright  pink  in  damp  black  mncky  soil. 

The  Kose  is  one  of  onr  very  best  yielders  and  is  in  general  a  desirable 
early  sort.  They  always  take  a  prominent  place  in  the  big  potato 
markets.  On  testing  our  stock  as  to  color  of  flesh,  we  find  that  about 
two  thirds  of  them  cut  red. 

EARLY  NORTHER— (Early). 

This  is  an  excellent  Hose  type,  and  is  an  improvement  on  it  in 
some  points.  The  Xorther  is  slightly  brownish  in  color,  ripens 
very  nearly  with  the  Rose  and  in  general  style  quite  similar.  We 
think  it  a  very  desirable  sort.  It  is  productive  and  close  growing,  pro- 
ducing but  few  small  ones. 

HEBRON— (Early). 

This  is  another  old  reli  ble. 

We  have  very  fine  stock  and  it  is  pure.  When  the  introducers  of 
aew  varieties  wish  to  praise  the  quality  of  any  new  sort  they  frequent- 
ly compare  it  to  the  Hebron. 

It  is  long  oval,  clouded  pink  and  white,  good  size,  smooth,  close 
growing  and  very  productive.  It  is  not  so  late  a  keeper  as  some  of  the 
other  sorts. 

VAUGHAN- (Early). 

Of  this,  the  introducer  says:  "In  the  Vaughan  Potato  we  have 
a  medium  early  and  main  crop  potato  for  the  home  table,  that 
cannot  b3  beaten."  In  general  appearance  they  resemble  the  Hebron 
somewhat,  being  more  nearly  a  solid  color  with  less  of  white  to  the 
skin;  medium  size  and  of  fine  appearance.  We  think  it  a  valuable 
addition  to  the  list  of  desirable  varieties. 

IRISH  QUEEN— (Medium  late). 

This  also  resembles  the  Hebron  in  color,  but  is  not  so  long  and  is 
later.  It  is  good  size  and  presents  a  fine  appearance.  W e  have  gotten 
good  crops  of  it,  though  in  some  cases  it  has  set  rather  too  many 
tubers  grows  a  little  spreading  in  the  hill. 

Its  appearance  has  attracted  considerable  attention  when  on  ex- 
hibition at  fairs    It  is  well  worthy  a  trial. 
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FREEMAN— (Medium). 

This  is  one  of  the  very  finest  varieties  for  the  home  garden  and 
home  table.   It  is  of  excellent  quality,  pure  white,  very  smooth,  and 
keeps  till  late  in  spring,  not  inclined  to  sprout  early.    The  Eroeman 
is  apt  to  set  too  freelv  and  so  sometimes  produce  too  many  small 
tubers.    Our  stock  is  extra  fine  this  season. 

WORLD'S  FAIR  (Medium). 

We  have  grown  this  since  1893  and  expect  to  keep  on  grow 
ing  it  indefinitely. 

It  has  a  very  light  straw  tint  to  the  skin  which  is  usually  finely 
netted.  The  quality  is  fine  and  in  shape  all  that  could  be  desired— an 
excellent  keeper.   Stock  is  very  fine  this  season. 

BURBANK— (Medium  late). 

This  variety  has  long  been  standard  in  any  and  all  markets.  It  is 
a  long,  white,  smooth  potato  of  a  fine  appearance,  and  always  brings 
a  good  price. 

Have  only  a  limited  stock  this  season. 

CARMAN  No.  3  (Medium  Late), 

This  is  large  and  seems  to  be  very  productive  and  likely  to  take  a 
prominent  place  in  the  list  of  main  crop  varieties.  The  form  and 
general  appearance  is  good,  though  not  so  regular  as  the  Rural  New 
Yorker  or  Banner.   The  Carman  is  well  worthy  of  careful  trial. 

CHAMPION  (Medium  Late). 

This  is  one  of  the  newer  varieties  and  has,  with  us  produced  a  big- 
crop.  The  tubers  are  long  white,  Burbank  style,  though  they  do  not 
seem  to  be  so  smooth  as  the  Burbank.  The  eyes  are  quite  numerous 
and  mostly  about  even  with  the  surface.  Xearly  all  the  tubers  are 
curved  a  little.    The  form  is  a  very  desirable  one  for  baking. 

We  recommend  a  trial  of  them  to  our  patrons. 

The  Champion  ripens  nearly  with  the  Burbank,  a  little  later. 
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RURAL  NEW  YORKER  (Late). 

This  is  one  of  the  big  crop  sorts,  and  also  one  of  the  very  best 
keeping  varieties.  It  is  large  and  smooth,  white,  and  all  that  could 
be  desired  in  form. 

In  habit  of  growth,  it  is  quite  spreading,  both  above  ground  and. 
below.    The  tops  are  very  hard  and  long  with  heavy  woody  branches. 

In  table  quality  the  Rural  is  not  up  to  the  highest  standard,  but  the 
fine  appearance  of  the  potatoes  give  them  a  ready  sale. 

BANNER  Late  . 

This  is  a  twin  brother  to  the  Rural,  though  in  some  points  we  think 
it  a  little  ahead  of  its  mate.  With  us.  the  Banner  has  usually  given, 
us  a  little  heavier  crop  than  the  Rural.  It  is  a  very  excellent  keeper, 
but  has  the  fault  common  to  all  of  the  late  varieties,  that  is.  the 
tubers  are  spread  too  much  from  the  center  of  the  hill.  We  consider 
this  the  best  of  the  late  varieties.

DOWNING  GOOSEBERRIES. 

We  think  it  is  now  pretty  generally  admitted  that  the  Downing  is 
the  best  gooseberry  for  general  use  that]  there  is  on  the  market.  It 
is  nearly  or  quite  free  from  the  mildew  which  destroys  so  much  fruit 
on  many  sorts.  With  us  we  have  always  bad  good  crops  of  fine  fruitr 
the  bushes  always  being  loaded  with  about  all  they  can  carry. 

The  fruit  is  good  size,  smooth,  and  of  good  quality.  The  color  i& 
green,  becoming  somew7hat  transparent  when  ripe.  The  bushes  are- 
quite  thorny. 

In  the  gi  owing  of  gooseberries,  it  is  necessary  to  watch  the 
bushes  very  closely,  as  the  currant  worms  are  very  likely  to  destroy 
them  before  they  touch  the  currant  bushes. 

We  have  a  few  very  nice  two  year  old  bushes  which  we  offer  at 
the  following  prices.

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CURRANTS. 

We  have  the  Long  Bunch  Holland  and  Prince  Albert  varieties  as 
■our  standard. 

Which  is  best?  we  hardly  know,  and  so  we  have  our  field  nearly 
evenly  divided  between  the  two. 

The  wood  is  very  hard  and  so  does  not  start  very  easily  from  slips. 
Very  likely  this  fact  may  be  one  reason  why  we  seldom  see  them 
quoted. 

We  have  set  several  thousand  slips  at  a  time,  and  not  gotten  enough 
plants  to  pay  for  cutting  the  slips.  If  however,  care  is  used  in  select- 
ing the  right  kind  of  soil  and  the  season  is  favorable,  you  will  usually 
get  from  fifty  to  seventy-live  per  cent,  to  grow. 

We  emphasize  this  point  beca  ise  our  patrons  sometimes  complain 
that  their  slips  do  not  grow,  aad  think  it  is  our  fault,  whereas  jt  is 
only  a  fact  peculiar  to  the  varieties. 

We  prefer  to  sell  only  full  length  canes  so  every  one  may  cut  to  his 
own  satisfaction,  and  also  that  they  may  keep  more  perfectly  in 
shipping. 

Set  currant  bushes  as  early  in  spring  as  possible,  or  when  leaves 
are  falling  in  fall. 

LONG  BUNCH  HOLLAND  (Red). 

This  kind  grows  from  five  to  six  feet  high,  while  canes  two  inches 
in  diameter  at  the  butt  are  not  uncommon  where  the  bushes  are 
allowed  to  grow  to  their  full  size;  aod  if  set  six  feet  apart  (as  most  of 
ours  are)  they  will  overlap  considerable. 

The  fruit  is  borne  in  long  clusters  (as  the  name  indicates)  and  is  of 
good  size  and  a  bright  red  color.  The  skin  is  tough,  which  makes  it 
a  good  shipper  and  a  long  keeper.  The  bushes  begin  bearing  when 
about  four  years  old. 

PRINCE  ALBERT    Red  . 

This  is  not  so  large  a  bush,  but  a  little  larger  berry.  The  bush 
grows  about  four  feet  high  and  has  many  small  twigs.  It  is  also  later 
to  leaf  out  in  the  spring,  making  it  very  easy  to  distinguish  the  two 
varieties. 

The  fruit  is  borne  on  a  shorter  and  more  compact  bunch  than  the 
Holland,  with  the  same  tough  skin,  but  a  little  lighter  color,  and 
-always  brings  the  "top  of  the  market." 

LEE'S  PROLIFIC    Black  . 

We  have  a  few  of  these  but  have  not  fruited  them  yet.  They  are 
recommended  to  us  as  the  best  variety  of  black  now  in  market.  They 
seem  to  start  very  readily  from  slips.

RHUBARB  (Pie  Plant). 
MAMMOTH  GREEN. 

This  is  very  large  and  of  a  green  color.  The  stalks  grow 
eighteen  to  twenty-four  inches  long  and  many  of  them  weigh  over  a 
pound  each  after  the  leaf  has  been  cut  off. 

We  have  a  lot  of  very  fine  large  plants.  They  should  be  set  as 
early  in  spring  as  possible  and  allowed  to  grow  one  season  before 
pulling. 

GIANT  RED. 

This  comes  under  several  different  names,  Linnaeus,  St.  Mar 
tins  and  Victoria.  But  as  seed  sown  from  any  of  the  forenamed 
sorts  does  not  produce  a  single  variety,  but  a  mixed  lot  of  all  colors, 
from  green  with  a  slight  tinge  of  pink  to  a  bright  red,  with  as  many 
different  shapes  and  styles  of  growth;  it  makes  little  diiference  what 
you  call  it,  you  still  have  a  mixed  lot.  We  have  all  three 
and  in  digging  roots  for  market,  take  those  which  seem  to  be  the 
strongest  and  best. 

We  have  a  Selected  Variety  which  we  think  will  be  an  improve- 
ment on  the  mixed  lot  of  red,  but  have  none  to  offer  now.  It  is  a 
bright  red,  very  early,  a  nearly  round  stalk,  and  grows  to  a  good 
large  size.   If  it  does  well  we  shall  have  some  to  sell  later.

STRAWBERRIES. 


We  grow  strawberries  for  fruit  and  not  for  plants,  so  we  have  only 
a  limited  stock  of  plaitts  to  spare  at  any  one  time.  In  growing  for 
fruit  we  do  not  wish  the  plants  too  close  together,  so  they  are 
larger  than  where  one  grows  them  very  thickly  on  the  ground.  We 
strive  to  have  what  plants  we  sell,  of  the  very  best  grade,  that  is, 
strictly  fancy.  Consequently  we  are  not  in  the  two  dollars  per 
thousand  business.  We  usually  have  from  fifteen  to  twenty  varieties 
on  our  place,  most  of  which  are  in  the  experimental  stage.  For  our
